Recovery Act Exposed 

- From the reports and discussion 
in which many of the delegates per- 
ticipated thé vicious anti-working- 
class character of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Law became clear 
from the attacks already being made 
by the employers. It was clearly 
brought out that the minimum wage 
proposals are not only being used 
to depress wages down to a com- 
mon low level but also that the em- 
ployers are finding plenty of leop- 
holes to evade even this minimum 
wage. At the Endicott Johnson shoe 
shops the bosses are firing all work- 
ers who can not make $12 per week 
on the present piece work rates. 
Thus the mitimum wage is used to 
speed up and to discourage workers. 
The textile bosses are introducing 
and exteny.ng the stretch-out sys- 
tem whick represents a further 
heavy slash on the earnings of the 
workers and driving out many from 
the industry.
